From Hay's Eulogy on MeKiintey and 
Blnine’s Eulogy on Garfleld.

Hay's eulogy of McKinley: 


There is not one of us but feels prouder 
of his native land because the august fig- 
ure of Washington presided over its be- 
ginnings; no one but vows ft 
love because Lincoln poured out his blood 
for it; no one but must feel his devotion 
for his country renewed and kindled when 
he remembers how McKinley loved, re- 
vered and served ft, showed In his lif 
how a citizen should live and in his last 
hour taught us how a gentleman could 
die, 

Blaine’s oration on Garfield 
with this famous passage: 

#9 the end drew near his early craving 
for the sea returned, The stately man- 
sion of power had been to him the wearl- 
some hospital of pain, and he begged to 
be taken from his prison walls, from its 
oppressive, stifting ir, from its home-
